Washington, March 12—The United 
States government, in common with 
Rumania, is thoroughly incensed at 
the Austro-German peace terms im- 
posed upon Rumania. 

This thought was made clear at the 
State Department today when a cable 
gram from Jassy was announced say- 
ing that the Rumanians point out the 
terms were ‘violently impudent” and 
contradictory to statements of the 
Berlin and Vienna. parliaments. 

The government. is particularly sur- 
prised at the Austrian tactics, inas 
much as they coincide with Germany’s 
ruthless disregard for the rights of.a 
small nation.

Fred Bassett in this city: 
Folks:—When you receive 
‘his it will be from the other side of 
the. ocean officially. The card you 
received after our arrival in France 
was written in America and mailed 
after it was cabled our transport had 
reached this side of the water. If 
we did not arrive cards would not 
have been mailed. 

I am. going to write a little each 
‘day, telling anything interesting that 
happens on the trip. Just now we 
‘are away out of sight of land, al-

clothing for many. Cows have been

Mrs. Needham spoke repeatedly of

have for. the Americans is wonderful 
And the very fact that the French 
‘soldiers know that their families at 
home are being helped to become self 
supporting by the Americans makes 
them fight twice as well. 
One incident shows this. 
man aviator went over and’ dropped 


| bombs one day, killing a woman and 


her baby. Her husband was home 
on a week’s leave for the first time 
in three years ,and was left. with 
three young children. He brought 
them to this society which is earing 
for them, while the father is again 
fighting for France, knowing that his 
children are in good hands. 

No one who saw the pictures and 
heard Mrs. Needham’s simple story 
but was thrilled with admiration for 
the French people and with determi- 
nation never to let Germany win this 
war. 

Mrs. Needham wears the French 
uniform of horizon blue—this society 
is the only women’s organization 
which is permitted to wear it, which 
shows what the French government 
thinks of the work it is doing. Hori- 
zon blue melts into the horizon at a 
surprisingly short distance, much 
sooner than khaki, light shade ag it 
is. She expects to go on speaking in 
America for two months and ther re- 
turn to the work in France. She held 
‘a brief informal reception for her 
Ypsilanti friends before she left for 
her train. |
